Arraignment Monday. 

The bond is returnable Monday 
when Finnegan is scheduled to be 
arraigned in Courtroom No. 1, 
presided over by United States 
District Judge George H. Moore. 

Judge Moore, whose vigorous 
charges to the grand jury resulted 
in the investigation that led to 
the indictment, acted -yesterday 
to disqualify himself as trial 
judge in Finnegan’s case. 

In his order certifying the mat- 
ter to Chief Judge Archibald K. 
Gardner of the United States 
Court of Appeals for assignment 
of a new judge to the case, Judge 
Moore gave no reason for the dis- 
qualification and declined to com- 
ment on the order afterwards. It 
is believed, however, that his 
strong efforts in pressing for a 
grand jury investigation of the 
collector’s office may have influ- 
enced his decision to step aside.

LONDON, Oct. 13 (AP)—Egypt 
was invited today to join with 
the Western powers and Turkey 
in setting up an international’ 
force for Middle East defense. A 
main base would be the Suez, 
now in bitter dispute between 
Britain and Egypt. 

This was the diplomatic follow- 
up to Egypt’s threat to outlaw 
the British guardian forces in the 
Suez canal area and Britain’s vow 
to fight if Egypt tries to remove 
British treaty-covered troops by 
force. 

The American - British-French- 
Turkish defense plan _ inviting 
Egypt to join was presented to 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Mo- 
hammed Salah el Din at Alexan- 
dria, near the Mediterranean end 
of the Suez, by the ambassadors 
of the four countries. Initial 
Egyptian reaction was chilly. 

Bradley Now in Turkey. 

Sources here indicated that if 
Egypt accepts, Gen. Omar N. 
Bradley, chairman of the United 
States Joint Chiefs of Staff; Field 
Marshal Sir William Slim, chief 
of the British imperial general 
staff, and French Gen. Charles 
Francis Lechere, were prepared 
to fly to Egypt for talks. They 
now are in Ankara, Turkey, dis- 
cussing the whole program. 

“The proposed defense program 
is aimed specifically at the Suez 
and would supersede much of the 
British-Egyptian treaty of alli- 
ance. Egypt has announced it is 
| junking that pact and that the) 
: British will have to get out. 
| The treaty signed in 1936 for a 
20-year, renewable term _ also 
‘covers the joint administration of 
Britain. and Egypt over the Sudan. | 
This million-square-mile area lies 
south of Egypt and reaches to the 
mid-African headwaters of the 
White Nile, life-line of Egypt. The 
Egyptians are declaring it an- 
nexed to the realm of King 
Farouk. 
New Proposals on Sudan. 

As part of the new deal offered 
to Egypt, Britain also has made 
fresh proposals on the future of 
the Sudan. But informed sources 
emphasized Britain did not regard 
settlement of the Middle East de- 
fense problem as hinging on the 
Anglo-Egyptian agreement on the 
Sudan. 

These sources gave this general 
outline of the two proposals: 

The United ‘States, Britain, 
France and Turkey ask Egypt to 
become a founder-member of a 
Middle East security group. Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and South 
Africa, with vital interests in sea 
routes through the Middle East 
area, would join in any defense 
measures. 

If Egypt accepts the defense 
plan, representatives of the five 
nations immediately involved 
would work out a detailed organi- 
zation for a Middle East com- 
mand. 

The five-nation group would de- 
cide on the bases and facilities 
needed and the size and nature 
.of fortes used. Britain’s contri- 
bution to the international force 
would be decided on by the five 
founder nations. 

tain would hand over to 
Egypt its present bases along the 
Suez Canal if those bases were 
put at the disposal of an inter- 
national force. Tne Suez Canal 
area is regarded as the most logi- 
ca! place for headquarters. 

After an international force is 
agreed on, Britain would with- 
draw any of its forces not in- 
corporated into the new group. 

Pian Also Sent te Sudanese. 

As the new Middle East com- 
mand structure and international 
force came into being, Britain 
would give up any rights now 
held under the 1936 Anglo-Egyp- 
tian treaty. 

Britain’s new proposals on the 
Sudan were delivered to the 
Egyptian Government at Alex- 
andria by Ambassador Sir Ralph 
Stevenson and were sent to lead- 
ers of the Sudanese political par- 
ties in Khartoum, the capital. 

They were reported based on 
three principles: 

1, There should be no change 
in the Sudan’s status without con- 
sultation with the Sudanese 
people. 

2. The Sudanese should have 
freedom of choice on their future 
status. 

3. Provision should be made to 
accelerate the Sudan's. inde- 
pendence. 

New British Warning. 

Britain’s decision to meet force 
with force if the Egyptians try to 
throw the British troops out of 
the Suez, still stood. 

Foreign Secretary Herbert 
Morrison said last night the 
British won't attack “but if 
somebody else does start, then 
our people will defend them- 
selves and the government will 
support them in doing so.”

Louis time). 

Negotiations were interrupted 
by a Red complaint that three 
United Nations warplanes strafed 
the fringe of the Kaesong neu- 
trality zone Friday, killing a 12- 
year-old boy and wounding his 
2-year-old brother. U.N. liaison 
officers investigated. 

Had Neared Agreement. 

The Reds and the Allies were 
nearing agreement on adminis- 
trative differences holding up re- 
sumption of full-dress armistice 
talks when the Communists made 
the complaint. The Reds broke 
off the talks in Kaesong Aug. 23, 
charging that Allied planes had 
bombed the zone the day before 
in an attempt to murder the Red 
armistice delegation. 

A 15-year-old Korean boy told 
U.N. investigators Saturday that 
bullets from strafing Allied war- 
planes struck his two younger 
brothers when they were fishing 
on Friday. 

Correspondent Robert C. Tuck- 
man, who accompanied the U.N. 
liaison officers in their investi- 
gation of the Red Reis laint, said 


“correspondents m 
generally felt the Communists 
had presented enough tangible 
evidence to back up their case— 
although there still were enough 
unknown factors to make a clear- 
cut opinion impossible.” 
Evidence Being Weighed. 

A U.N. spokesman said the evi- 
dence was being studied and eval- 
uated. The Allied findings, 
probably will be announced by 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway’s head- | 
quarters in Tokyo. 

The Communists, meanwhile, 
went ahead with their prepara- 
tions for the resumption of ne- 
gotiations. They put up three 
more tents at Panmunjom, pre- 
sumably to be used by the Red 
delegates and their staff. 

They are about 200 yards north 
of the large conference tent set 
up earlier this week. It has been 
used by liaison officers in their 
discussions. 

The U.N. command has erected 
one tent and will bring in more 
when needed. 

The main conference tent put 
up by the Reds is 36 feet long 
and 21 wide. Inside are five 
rectangular tables, each covered 
with green baize material. 

The main table in the center 
has seven chairs lined up on each 


side.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13—A se- 
cretly built air base on the north- 
western tip of Greenland, from 
which atomic bombing attacks 
could be launched against any 
major target in Russia if that na- 
tion should embark on war in Eu- 
rope, is nearing completion for 
the United States Air Force, it| 
was learned yesterday. 

The base will be placed in op- 
eration this fall by the interconti- 
nental Strategic Air Command of 
Lt. Gen. Curtis E: LeMay. 

Situated at Thule, deep inside 
the Arctic circle, in Danish-owned 
Greenland, the base is intended 
to pose a powerful new trans- 
polar deterrent to Communist ag- 
gression in Europe. Not only will 
it put America’s jet atomic bomb- 
ers within Western Hemisphere 
striking range of every major 
military target in Europe, but it 
also could serve as a springboard 
for attacks against Alaska if that 
territory ever should fall into ene- 
my hands. 


base include a hard-surfaced run- 
way at least 10,000 feet long and 
capable of handling either the Air 
Force’s 600-mile-an-hour Boeing 
B-47 jet bombers or its larger and 
long-range Consolidated Vultee 
B-36s. While neither of these 
types is expected to be based per- 
manently at Thule, the new air- 
port is equipped with storage and

LILIENTHAL WARNS 
OF NATIONALIZED 
ATOMIC INDUSTRY 


SALT LAKE CITY, Oct. 13 (AP) 
—David Lilienthal says the Gov- 
ernment’s present methods of 
handling atomic development for 
industrial purposes are “‘monopo- 
listic’ and “not our way of do- 
ing things.”

Malthus and Point Four 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In Sunday’s Post-Dispatch there was 
a frightening article from Washington 
by Wallace R. Deuel, “Malthus Theory 
~—Does It Rule Out Point Four?” 

We laughed and felt superior a few 
years ago at an undignified spectacle in 
Russia. The biologists were instructed 
to follow Lysenko and to teach the in- 
heritance of acquired characteristics. It 
had become apparent to the revolution- 
ary leaders that unless acquired char- 
acteristics could be inherited, it was 
going to be hard.to extirpate the evil 
elements in human character, in order 
to build the Marxist utopia. So they ex- 
tended the party line into the field of 
biology. 

Now'Mr. Deuel tells us that our lead- 
ers are extending our own party line 
into the field of biology. The Admin- 
istration does not accept the teaching 
of Malthus on population, especially on 
population pressure as a cause of pov- 
erty: The Administration is resolved 
to pass out the unending billions under 
Point Four and other programs, without 
fear that the population in the aided 
countries may increase fast enough to 
keep poverty at about the same distress- 
ing level. 

There is an extensive literature on 
population quantity and quality. Yet a 
. great many form their conclusions by 
what Veblen called “naive common 
sense,” or by pure emotion. If one is 
willing to subject his half-baked 
thoughts in the field to the light of 
scientific research and real philosoph- 
ical conjecturing, any sociologist or :i- 
brarian can start him on a profitable 
reading course.

~-Mamic power which once, long ago, made Islam 
the shaper of a very-.considerable part of the 
. world. The Arab fervor ef today is almost pure 
-- emotionalism. 


Neither the Egyptians, the Persians, the Iraqui 


the economic resources, the military strength or 
the industrial know-how to maintain themselves 
in the modern world. Considering their abject 
showing against Israel, what would they do if 
Russian totalitarianism began to move into the 
power vacuum which they seem bent on cre- 
ating? ; 

Iraq may have some reason for wanting a 
“change in its treaty with Britain—although, on 
the surface, it seems that this agreement was 
fairly negotiated in 1930 and fairly re-negotiated 
in 1948. It replaced Britain’s old League of Na- 
tions mandate over Iraq, and it is supposed to 
remain in force until 1957. Further revision 
may be discussed, but it is difficult to see how 
unilateral denunciation can be countenanced. 


This is equally true of the Egyptian and Per- 
sian agreements, especially since Britain has 
agreed to far-reaching changes. These agree- 
ments ought not to be regarded as the props of 
a by now rather mythical imperialism; but, in- 
stead, as parts of a system of collective security. 

Britain is by nO means the only beneficiary. 
The Middle East—and the Suez Canal -in partic- 
ular—is of major importance to free nations on 
the other side of the globe. And the presence of 
British strength is so vital to the Arabs them- 
selves that one sometimes wonders why their 
politicians do not shrink from the dangerous 
game they are playing. 

Perhaps they feel that Britain’s role in the 
world has changed. Perhaps they feel that the 
United States will stand by while Britain is 
pushed out of the East Mediterranean-Red Sea- 
Persian Gulf area just as Britain stood by while 
France was pushed out of Lebanon and Syria, 
or may stand by while France is pushed out of 
Tunis and Morotco where Arab agitators also 
are busy. 

Britain’s postwar Labor Government, of 
course, has been preoccupied with domestic 
problems. Recovery from the losses of World 
War II has been the primary concern of all Eu- 
ropean governments. And for the last year and 
a half, Labor’s majority has been so slight 
that it has been difficult for it to cut as bold 
a figure in the world as British Governments 
once did. That is one reason for hoping that, 

whichever party wins in the forthcoming elec- 
tions, it will do so with a really wide basis of 
support. 

But no matter how the British settle their 
domestic political contest, they shall have to 
play their part in the world—with justice but 
also with firmness. In the face of an almost 
worldwide threat of dictatorship, emotional na- 
tionalism must respect the need for collective 
security. Mutval av7reements must not give way 
to nihilicm, beeause- nihilism surely will. give 


“wey to terrorism. 


Chink in the Atomic Wall 

It has been estinvated that about four-fifths of 
the work of the Atomic Energy Ccmmission is 
now devoted to the provision of weapons. The 
bill just passed by the Senate, providing for an 
elaborately safeguarded exchange of atomic in- 
formation with friendly nations, applies only to 
the other one-fifth of the business. The secrets 
to be shared, if they are secrets, will pertain 
only to developments outside the field of mili- 
tary weapons. 

No doubt this bill would not have been sup- 
ported by the AEC if it had not believed that 
substantial benefits to this country would accrue. 
It is proposed to share certain limited types of 
information with such countries as Britain, Can- 
ada, France and Norway not out of a benevolent 
desire to give up our own secréts but in the 
hope of picking up some useful information in 
exchange. 

Originally, the development of atomic energy 
was about as international an enterprise as could 
be found, in the sense that it flowed from the 
brains of many scientists living in many coun- 
tries. The industrial capacity and genius of this 
country enabled us to be the first to utilize 
atomic energy, but the scientific basis of that 
feat transcended national boundaries. 


Now one small chink in the nationalistic walls 
that have been erected around this field of 
knowledge may be opened if the Senate bill is 
accepted by the House. It seems a small enough 
token of the fact that science thrives bést when 
it is free, and of the hope that some day world 
conditions may permit a further lowering of the 
barriers. 
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New Housing Is the Object 

The East St. Louis City Council has little to 
lose and perhaps a great deal to gain in ignor- 
ing the stand of Mayor Alvin G. Fields against 
plans of the St. Clair County Housing Authority 
to provide the city with at least 400 additional 
housing units. 

Mayor Fields has said the council would per- 
sist in its refusal to let the housing authority 
put up two low-rental multiple-dwelling projects 
in areas of the city that are now zoned for sin- 
gle-family residences. The militant opposition of 
home owners living near the proposed sites no 
doubt had much to do with the Mayor’s attitude. 

Two facts have an important bearing on the 
situation. The first is that the aim of low-cost 
housing is to provide housing. Slum clearing is 
not the sole object of that program. At a time 
when public housing is badly needed, insistence 
that it shall be built only in slum aréas may 
merely mean that it will not be built at all. 

The second is that the two sites chosen for 
the $7,965,444 worth of new construction lie 
within what is probably one of the largest tracts 
of vacant land in East: St. Louis. The fact. that 
this land is in one of the city’s better residential 
districts would make it all the more attractive. 
Surely the home owner§ do not think the only 
place for low-cost housing is in a blighted dis- 
trict. 

Home owners also have objected on the 
ground that school and municipal services would 
be overburdened and that property values would 
decline, Those are gratuitous assertions that 
the council may quite properly deny. The hous- 
ing authority feels strongly that the projects 
would improve property values. 

If it is true, as charged, that the housing au- 
thority failed to consult the city zoning com- 
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mission before purchasing the sites, the council 
has a valid complaint. But the issue is whether 
East St. Louis is to have the additional housing 
it so sorely needs. The council’s displeasure with 
the authority can be expressed in other ways— 
but not at the expense of the people. 


Discretion for OPS 

Revision of the ‘Capehart’ amendment’ fo the 
price control act has been attacked by an auto 
manufacturer on the ground that it would per- 
mit the OPS to exercise “unlimited discretion- 
ary authority” over. prices. | "a 

Unlimited authority is something the OPS has 
never had, and it is difficult to understand how 
the slight revision of the Capehart amendment 
now proposed would increase its descretion to a 
dangerous degree. In fact, the real issue appears 
to be whether OPS shall be placed in such a 
straitjacket that it cannot enforce effective price 
control. ) 

The Capehart amendment imposed a strait- 
jacket because it required the OPS, in fixing 
price ceilings, to allow for all cost increases up 
to last July whether or not the profits of the 
industries affected were so low as to require 
passing on all of these costs to the consumer. 
Now the Senate has passed and the House is 
about to’ consider a revision which would slightly 
relax the Capehart rule. 

If we are to have anything like effective price 
control, surely the test of cost absorption should 
be whether the industry in question can afford 
to absorb increased costs, or whether it has to 
pass them on to the consumer in order to earn 
a fair profit. That is a test which can only be ap- 
plied by the OPS, under a law granting it rea- 
sonable discretion for the: purpose. It is up to 
the OPS to adjust ceilings for individual firms 
in such a way as to avoid injustice, but a law is 
needed which permits adjustment instead of im- 
posing a blanket rule which can only mean a 
general rise in price ceilings.

For Mind Over Muscle 


The fact that more and more colleges and 
universities are taking close looks at their ath- 
letic programs—especially in football and basket- 
ball—makes it almost certain that there will be 
less overemphasis of muscle over mind. 

The latest school to examine itself is the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. There, a faculty-appointed 
committee has recommended that the institution 
field “less professional” football teams, abolish 
athletic scholarships and subsidies, and closely 
supervise all phases of the athletic program. 
Other schools might: well apply the recommen- 
dations to their own athletic activity. ; 

Intercollegiate athletics should be only one 
part, a subordinate part, of college life. Colleges 
exist to enrich, expand and nourish the intellect; 
that “big timé” sports contribute nothing to'that 
aim is obvious. As more colleges come to realize 
this, the trend against over-emphasis will grow. 
Their reputations may even come to rest on 
their curriculums and teachers, not on the rec- 
ord of last year’s eleven. 
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Seeking the Common Ground 
Now that Chester Bowles has weathered the 
partisan attack by Republican Senators on his 
qualifications for the post of Ambassador to India, 
he can turn his vision toward New Delhi and 
the difficult task that lies ahead of him. 


The essence of that task is to convince a wary 
Nehru that we have no intention of pushing him. 
into anything he has serious doubts about. That 
goes especially for Nehru’s ayersion to taking 
sides in the cold war. 

The new republic is teeming with a populatién 
second in numbers only to that of Red China. 
Millions of its people exist as little more than 
beasts of burden. Disease is rampant and the life 
span short. Malnutrition is always present and 
starvation just around the corner. The world- 
wide inflation is making living no easier. 


It is no wonder then that Indians in general 
have so little stomach for what they consider 
the white man’s war. Moreover, as they struggle 
to improve their lot, they have in Kashmir the 
threat of a war of their own, one that is close at 
hand. 

Many thoughtful Indians realize their acute 
need fdr: foreign capital. But they fear that if 
they are not continually watchful, American e¢o- 
nomie bonds may replace the old chains of Brit- 
ish colonialism. If the United States is to help, 
they think, then it should offer its help with no 
strings attached. Indians want to govern them- 
selves in the way that seems best to them. They 
feel it is none of America’s business if that way 
does not coincide with ours. 


Yet there is a common ground on which the 
two countries can meet. The United States can 
and should help the new nation to attain a high- 
er standard of living. More than anything else, 
that will combat the Red threat within India and 
heln alleviate India’s suspicion of dur motives. 
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Meeting a Parking Need 

The State Senate has quite wisely approved the 
‘bill to. permit St. Louis to operate parking lots 
and garages, instead of being compelled to rent 
city-financed facilities to private operators as the 
law now requires. The measure has been sent to 
the House for consideration. 

Only three Senators voted against this ‘piece 
of legislation. They were David A. Hess, Edward 
J. Hogan Jr. and Harry J. Byrne, each a Demo- 
crat and each from St. Louis. Senator Hess’ ob- 
jection, presumably the same as that .of the two 
others, was that the bill would “put the city in 
the parking lot business in opposition to private 
enterprise.” 

That is the game basic objection of the Asso- 
ciation of Parking Lot Owners and Operators. 
But the object of the bill is to provide off-street 
parking facilities, at the lowest possible cost. As 
we have said, though the parking field has been 
freely open to’ private operators for a long time, 
they have not’ met the need: In such a situation, 
neither they nor anyone else should object if 
the city moves to meet it.

This state once had a national reputation for heading the proces- 
sion of road builders, editorial asserts; leadership won battle for 
progress in ‘20s; today the sit-tight “Hammer and Padlock Club” 
rules; even if gas tax is increased 1 cent, neighbors ‘still far ahead.

All around Missouri the states are push- 
ing ahead to build highways. Some months 
ago the Lilinois Legislature raised the state 
gasoline tax to 4 cents, effective immedi- 
ately, and to 5 cents for Jan. 1, 1953. It 
faced the problem of building to carry the 
surge of truck traffic by adding $20,000,000 
a year to truck fees. In January 1953, the 
trucks will start paying an additional $8,- 
000,000 a year. 

Kansas already has a 5-cent tax and it is 
building. Iowa is near the head of the 
procession of states with highway income 
to match and use available federal funds. 
Arkansas that once 
had a reputation for 
poor roads is going 
all-out to build in 
spite of its compara- 
tively small registra- 
tion of motor vehi- 
cles. 

Here in the mid- 
dle sits Missouri with 
a pitiful 2-cent gaso- 
line tax and virtual- 
ly the lowest truck 
fees in the United fi 
States. The great j i

Nelson 
its federal matching and is scraping the 
bottom of -the barrel of funds for new

Presumably the legislature is now pre- 
pared to add 1 cent to the gasoline tax and 
to make a substantial increase in truck 


fees. 

If the legislature delivers everything that 
is in the cards Missouri will still be fol- 
lowing, not leading, other states. It will 
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come ‘only grudgingly to the 3-cent tax 
that Illinois has now abandoned, the kind 
of tax that Kansas found inadequate years 
azo. The proposed truck fees simply at- 
tempt to catch up when other states are 
looking ahead. 

This is the State of Missouri that once 
had a national reputation for heading the 
procession of highway builders. 

{n recent years Missouri has shown un- 
usual progressiveness in other fields. Ac- 
tion on anything big and expensive like a 
highway program depends on leadership. 
For the last 15 years the strongest Mis- 
souri leadership has come from the static 
crowd. 

All progress depends on the outcome of 
a running battle between the two types of 
people. You always have those that resist 
progress on every front, the people who 
are more concerned with a few dollars in 
the pocket than the whole future of a state 
or a city. In his day William: Rockhill Nel- 
son, The Star publisher, labeled these in- 
terests “The Hammer and Padlock club.” 

On the other side are the builders, the 
people who are ready to put their stakes on 
the future. When they win, a city or state 
moves ahead. 

Through the early 1920s the Missouri 
highway battle was won by the builders 
and the eyes of the nation were on the 
state's progrens. But the fight is never 
ended. In time complacency undermined 
the big citizens’ organizations that had bat- 
tled for highways. The Hammer and Pad- 
lock club gained control even of some 
groups that had once fought for progress. 


The hope for a new era of highway 


building depends on revival of strong lead- 
ership that can organize on the side of the 
builders.

The Senate’ last week’ was informed of 
“serious irregularities” involving special 
intelligence agents of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau in Detroit. 

At the same time, a House subcommittee 
was hearing. testimony that James P. Fin- 
negan, former St. Louis tax collector, got 
$6193 in fees from a firm set up to sell in- 
surance to delinquent taxpayers. 


Coming as they do in the, wake of a 
number of suspensions of collectors, forced 
resignations and reports of corruption with- 
in the bureau, these developments indicate 
that the audit of income tax returns of all 
“front-line” employes of the bureau which 
has just beén ordered is coming none too 
soon. 

The newly named Commissioner of In- 
ternal Reventie, John B. Dunlap, says that 
he has Deen given a free hand to overhaul 
the bureau and wipe out any irregularities 
that he discovers. His is a responsibility 
that transcends just the business of smok- 
ing out the mefi within the bureau who 
have abused their positions of trust for 
personal gain. 

That is important, but. the importance of 
the task derives less from the fact that 


certain individuals may have been lining 
their own pockets illegally than it does 
from what their actions contribute to a loss 
of faith in the Government itself. 

It is impossible to operate our society 
on any other assumption than that people 
are for the most part honest. It is a sound 
assumption, for they are. 

But every now and then the actions of a 
few loom so large as to obscure this fun- 
damental fact. As with a police force which 
loses the respect of the citizenry because 
of a few grafters, so with any agency of 
government,

has to be raised ovér the bureau charged 
with coll githe nation’s revenues.

How far may the writer _ 
strain credibility in presenting distorted 
versions of well-known historical facts? 

Miss Ashton appends a bibliography of 30 
titles to her “novel,” plus some other mat- 
ters, and yet as history her book is seme- 
thing less than trustworthy. Does the art 
of fiction gain? I think. not, among. in- 
formed readers, though the sentimentalist__ 
will not care. —s 

Miss Ashton had considerable succéss : 
with a book called “Parson Austen's - 
Daughter,” but there the heroine was Jane . 
Austen and the conversations ready to : 
hand in the novels and in the immortal ~ 
letters. This time she has chosen a pale, -» 
ineffectual poetess of the period of thé * 
Regency and the Reform Bill, Letitia~ E-~ 
Landon, known as “L.E.L.,” whose writings— 
were, as Miss Ana & forced to t, 
a combination of hackwork and sentimen- 
tality. Around this passive figure the de- 
tails of the literary life of the earlier nine- 
teenth century are assembled. 


Miss Landon knows, or comes to know, 
everybody. For no very clear reason she is 
maligned, and for no very clear reason 
George Maclean, the governor of the Gold 
Coast, falls in love with her, takes her off 
to Africa, proves something of a Rhett But- 
ler in his surly masculinity, and she dies of 
a dose of poison. The central difficulty is 
that the heroine is without interest because 
she seldom acts but is usually acted upon. 


It is evident that Miss Ashton has a 
genuine gift for narrative, but this is so 
hidden through most of the story beneath 
mounds of literary “information” and con- 
versations which are essays in disguise, it 
does not appear in time to save her book 
from monotony. I suggest the formula is 
wrong. 


Groves Revived 


BEETHOVEN, SCHUBERT, MENDELSSOHN, by Sir 
Groves. (Macmillan, $5.) Fins 
Readers who are familiar with Groves’ 
cherished “Dictionary of Music and Mue 
sicians” will not need to be reminded of the 
brilliant articles on Beethoven, Schubert 
and Mendelssohn written by Sir George 
himself.

Church in China Is ‘Little David 
Facing Goliath,’ Missionary Says 


By J OHN T. STEWART

“The Christian church in China 
is a little David facing a giant 
Goliath in armor—Communism,” 
an erican missionary expelled 
from. China ‘told ‘Presbyterian 
church groups hete this week. 
“Twice in history the Christian 
church« has. been wiped out in 
China,” ine Rev. Dr. Theodore F. 
Romig said. “But’ the present 
church will survive. Today it is 
ah indigenous church and the 
Chinese pastors are well trained. 
The Chinese Christians believe 
that a Communist can be con- 
verted.” 
Dr. Romig was born of Presby- 
in 
China, was educated in the United 
States, and served as a missionary 
in Nanking. He left China in 1949 
after six months under Commu- 
nist rule. He now is associate 
professor of missions at McCor- 
mick Seminary, Chicago. 
He spoke twice this week at the 
Webster Groves Presbyterian 
Church, to 200 members of the 
Men’s Council at a dinner méet- 
ing, and 350 women at a luncheon. 
“On the whole, what is taking 
place in China is rather a tragic 
story, but not wholly tragic,” Dr. 
Romig said in his addresses. 
“The tragedy for America is 
that we have made our policy to- 
ward China a political football. 
We are not developing our China 
— on the basis of what is best 
or the future of China or the 
United States, but to gain politi- 


| 


marching through an inch of 
snow, wearing straw sandals or 
no ‘shoes at all. A third of the 
new army recruits each year died 
of malnutrition or disease. 

“Chiang Kai-shek is an honest 
man and a good man. But he is 
unable to extricate himself from 
the ancient Confucianist pattern 
in which he is the ruler; he can- 
not accept the position of a rep- 
resentative of the people, their 
servant. 

“Into the dismal void there 
swept a new movement, Com- 
munism, like a thunderstorm 
moving into a low-pressure area. | 
Communism swept into China on 
a wave of fanatica® nationalism, 
an upsurge of national dignity 
and honor. There was enthusiasm 
and hope on the part of the stu- 
dents as if Utopia was about to 
arrive. 

“But poverty increased, with 
fear and apprehension among the 
majority, hope among other 
groups, 

“There has appeared a military 
mentality that was absent from 
the old China. The Confucianist 
ideal scholar was a sedate, quiet 
old man who wore long fi..ger- 
nails to show he would do no 
work. Among the Communists 
the ‘good teacher’ is the leader of 
a guerrilla band or demolition 
squad.”

Resolutions Criticize Or- 
ders by Truman and} 
California Crime Com-| 
mission, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 13 
(AP)—Television and radio ex- 
ecutives adopted resolutions yes- 
terday condemning what they 
considered censorship orders of 
President Truman and the newly 
organized California Crime Com- 
mission. 


The resolutions were passed at 
thé conclusion of a two-day meet- 
ing of the Fifteenth District Na- 
tional Association of Radio and 
Television Broadcasters. The dis- 
trict includes northern California 
and Nevada. 

Referring to the presidential 
order extending security regula- 
‘tions to all federal civilian agen- 
cies, one resolution said it “gives 
the heads of various agencies the 
right of censorship without set- 
ting up necessary machinery to 
safeguard the principles inherent 
in our democratic system.as set 
forth in the Constitution of the 
United States.” 

The second resolution criticized 
the crime commission’s order 
which prohibits radio and tele- 
vision broadcasts of the commis- 
sion’s hearings. This order pre- 
vents broadcasters from “enjoying 
the same privileges as other press 
or information services with re- 
spect to providing news coverage 
of their public meetings,” the 
resolution asserted. 


Curbs Should Be Subject to Re- 
view, New York Times Editor Says. 


EVANSTON, Ill., Oct. 13 (AP) 
—Government curbs on informa- 
tion for press and radio should be 


subject to review, Turner Cat- 
ledge, executive managing editor 
of the New York Times, said yes- 
terday. 

He said any information curbs 
“should be made subject to some 
sort of review by persons not di- 
rectly concerned with the Admin- 
istration.” 

Catledge spoke at a conference 
on communications sponsored by 
Northwestern University. 


He devoted a large part of his 
address to comments on President 
Truman’s recefit order extending 
to all federal agencies which:han- 
dle. military information the type 
security in effect in the Defense 
and State Departments. 


“In these critical days,” Cat- 
ledge said, “there is an accentua- 
tion of a very sinister factor— 
namely, the disposition of public 
officials to use a legitimate desire 
for security as a reason for taking 
behind the curtain transactions 
which the people need most to 
know and understand.” . 


Catledge outlined the type of 
precautions he thinks the press 
should take to guard against “un- 
reasonable restrictions” on the 
gathering of government news. 

“We should demand and re- 
quire most of all that security 
regulations and classifications be 
justified in the light of the larger 
purposes to be served,” he said. 

“We should insist that basic de- 
cisions on withholding information 
be made by competent authori-

He Is Expected to Deal 
Again With Round- 
table Discussion—Wal- 
lace to Appear. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (AP)— 
Harold E. Stass:n will testify 
Monday for the fifth time in his 
running controversy with the 
State Department over China 
policy. 

Senator Sparkman (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, announced today that a 
Senate Foreign Relations subcom- 
mittee he heads has granted Stas- 
sen’s request to make a second 
appearance before that group. 

Stassen, president of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and a 
former Republican governor of 
Minnesota, has been before the 
Senate’s internal security subcom- 
mittee three times. 

Jessup Nomination. 

The foreign relations group is 
considering President Truman’s 
nomination of Ambassador-at- 
Large Philip C. Jessup as a Unit- 
ed Nations delegate. 

Last Monday Stassen told that 
subcommittee Jessup gave it false 
testimony in declaring under oath 
that the United States«‘has never 
considered recognition of Com- 
munist China,” Earlier Jessup had 
said Stassen made erroneous 
sworn statements about him. 

Stassen went back before the 

-internal security subcommittee 
yesterday and again challenged 
the accuracy of Jessup’s testimony 
that neither he (Jessup) nor the 
State Department generally has 
ever considered recognition of 
Red China to the extent of favor- 
ing it 

Indications are that Stassen 
will deal again with a contro- 
versial roundtable conference on 
China policy sponsored by the 
State, Department Oct. 6-8, 1949. 

Tells of Prevailing Group. 

Stassen has said a “prevailing 
group” at the conference, which 
he attended, advocated steps 
which would “hasten the victory 
of the Communists” in China. 

The department made the tran- 
script of the conference public 
Thursday and said Stassen was 
“factually incorrect” in his de- 
scription of it. Stassen, on the 
other hand, said the transcript 
“proved the truth” of his descrip- 
tion of it. 

Stassen has charged ‘that the 
prevailing group in formation of 
China policy has turned attention 
to India to undermine Nehru in 
the manner in which he said 
Chiang Kai-shek was undermined 
in China. 

The Internal Security subcom- 
mittee, checking for any subver- 
sive influences on United States 
Far Eastern policy, will swing 
back next week to Henry Wal- 
lace’s 1944 mission to China. 

Chairman McCarran (Dem.), 
Nevada, told reporters today the 

subcommittee has scheduled an 
open hearing for next Wednesday 
to take testimony from the former 
Vice President and from Joseph 
Alsop, a newspaper columnist. 

Both Wallace and Alsop have 
asked to be heard in answer to the 
sworn charge of fermer Commu- 
nist Louis Budenz that Wallace’s 
cabled recommendations from 
China were in accord with the 
Communist line of the time. 

Denial by Wallace. 


Wallace, denying this, said the 
proposals he made to the late 
President Roosevelt were “‘the op- 
posite of pro-Communist” and 
sprang from a desire to help 
Chiang Kai-shek, the Chinese Na- 
tionalist leader. 

Alsop, who was on the staff of 
Maj. Gen. Claire L. Chennault at 
the time, wrote McCarran that he 
had a part in certain events in 
China “which prove that Budenz 
has lied to your committee.” 

McCarran said Alsop. first will 
be questioned at a closed hearing 
Tuesday. The subcommittee met 
with Wallace behind closed doors 
earlier this week. 

Kenneth W. Colegrove, North- 
western University professor and, 
like Stassen,\a participant in the 
conference, also testified that the 
transcript substantiated his ear- 
lier assertions that the meeting 
was dominated by a group sympa- 
thetic to Red China. 

In Manchester, N.H., last night, 
the president of the American 
China Policy Association—which 
has been a bitter critic of the Ad- 
ministration’s China policy—said 
the conference had been “rigged” 
to exclude those opposed to 
recognition of Red. China. 

William Loeb, publisher of the 
Manchester Union-Leader, said in 
a statement that the State De- 
partment failed to answer. the 
association’s request to be in- 
cluded in the talks until the ses- 
sions were ended. 

Major Issue. 

One major issue in the dispute 
over China policy, as well as in 
the pending nomination of Jessup, 
is the State Department’s past at- 
titude toward the recognition of 
Red China. 

The State Department said a 
majority of the 25 non-govern- 
ment persons who participated in 
the roundtable were inclined 
toward eventual Un’ted States 
recognition of Red China but the 
department declared it had never 
pursued that policy. 

Denies 10-Point Program. 

It also denied there had been 
any prevailing group or 10-point 
program at the conference. 

The foreien relations subcom- 

mi.tee considering Jessup’s nom- 
ination for the U.N. post is to 
meet again Monday, and Chair- 
man Sparkman (Dem.), Alabama, 
told reporters he would like to 
get a vote on the appointment 
then. 

He said, however, that Stassen 
has asked to be heard again, ad- 
vising him he has important new 
evidence to present. Sparkman 
said that although he is anxious 
to get action on the nomination, 


he will-not oppose recalling Stas- | 


sen if the other subcommittee 
members wish to do so.

This is the story of the alleged 
strafing, as told to Allied liaison 
officers Saturday: 

The 15-year-old boy was fish- 
ing in a shallow stream about half 
a mile north of Panmunjom on 
the main highway to Kaesong late 
Friday afternoon. His 12-year-old 
brother, holding their 2-year-old 
brother in his arms, was watch- 
ing. 

The oldest boy said he saw 
three planes and dived under a 
bridge, but that his two brothers 
were hit. The youngest was shot 
in the left arm. 

Investigators also were told 
that the three North Korean sol- 
diers walking along the road saw 
the planes and jumped for cover. 
Presumably they identified the 
planes for the Red high command. 

While the investigators were at 
the bridge, the dead _. boy’s 
mother arrived, carrying the in- 
jured 2-year-old in her arms. The 
youngster’s left arm was band- 
aged. In his right hand he held 
a turnip and which he gnawed 
from time to time. 

As the U.N. team got ready to 
leave, the boy’s father began to 
harangue Lt. Richard Underwood, 
one of the Allied interpreters. 

The aged farmer, clad in tra- 
ditional white, complained that 
the shooting occurred in the peace 
conference area and that he 
would not have minded sacrific- 
ing his son if it had been in a 
war zone. 

It was this harangue and the 
shift of the farmer’s attack from 
the Reds to the Allies that led 
U.N. officers to say he had been 
coached overnight. 

As Air Force Col. Don Darrow 
of Tacoma, Wash., one of the 
U.N. officers, was about to get 
into his jeep, the farmer grabbed 
him by the jacket and asked what 
would be done about the death of 
his son. He was led away by a 
North Korean officer. 

From Panmunjom the investi- 
gators drove through Kaesong to 
a 700-fodt hill about three miles 
northwest of the city. 

With newspapermen and pho- 
tographers of both’ sides they 
climbed by foot to the summit 
and inspected fortifications which 
the Reds said were sprayed by 
more than 140 machine-gun bul- 
lets from U.N. ‘planes, 

Chinese ‘Col. Tsai Cheng Wen, 
a Red liaison officer, asked Dar- 
row whether he had seen suffi- 
cient evidence of strafing. 

Darrow replied, “yes,” but 
quickly added he did not know 
how old the bullet marks and 
slugs were. 

At the foot of the hill Darrow 
questioned a Korean woman and 
a boy. Both said they saw three 
planes and heard shooting about 
Supper time Friday. 

A farmer in a house at the base 
of-the hill was told the investiga- 
tors would like to talk with him. 
He sent back word that they 
would “have to come to me.” 

The investigators then returned 
to Panmunjom. Darrow asked 
the senior Communist liaison of- 
ficer, North Kcrean Col. Chang 
Chun San, whether the Reds 
wanted to go ahead with Satur- 
day’s scheduled liaison meeting. 
Chang replied that he wanted to 
report to his commander on the 
investigation, and it was agreed 
to hold the meeting Sunday. The 
Allied liaison team then _ re- 
turned to U.N. command head- 
quarters at Munsan. 

Army Lt. Col. Norman Edwards 
of Diamond, W. Va., accompanied 
Darrow on the investigation. 

The opposing sides were near- 
ing agreement on the last few ad- 
ministrative differences between 
them when the new charge—latest 
in a long series—was made Friday 
night, 3 

Of all the Red charges of Allied 
violations, the -U.N. command has 
admitted only two. 

One was that a U.N. bomber 
attacked the Kaesong area by 
mistake. The other was that a 
South Korean medical team mis- 
takenly wandered into the zone 
last month—armed with DDT 
spraying guns.

WHOLESALE PRICE 
INDEX UP ANOTHER 
0.1 PCT. IN WEEK 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (AP)— 
The Government’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics says wholesale 
prices rose another 0.1 per cent 
in the week ended Tuesday. 

The report by the bureau yes- 
terday said that on Oct. 9 the 
index of wholesale prices reached 
177.3 per cent of the 1926 av- 
erage. That was 5.2 per cent 
above a year ago and 13 per cent 
higher than just before the out- 
break of fighting in Korea. 

Increases in farm _ products, 
grains, cotton, eggs, potatoes and 
wool more than offset declines 
in oranges, peanuts and onions. 

Foods advanced to an index 
of 192.6 per cent of the 1926 
average, largely because of rises 
in meats, raw sugar, butter and 
flour. 

Fuels and lighting materials 
were 0.1 per cent higher as a re- 
sult of increases in power, elec- 
tricity and natural gas.

Also, they didn’t fancy her as a singer, and that’s 
what she really wanted to be. -Ann’s desire to hit 
the high notes dates back to her childhood, when 
she spent three seasons with the San Carlo Opera 
Company in child-singing roles. .

That’s what she has at the moment in her star- 
ring role opposite Gregory Peck in “The World 
in His Arms,” which is being produced at her 
home studio, Universal-International.

Finding Fault

NYBODY can find fault. It is as easy as drawing one’s 
A breath. It can so easily become a habit that one should 

be most careful about indulging in it. Such a habit will 
cost friends, breed an atmosphere of dislike and resentment, 
do nobody any good and many people harm. 

Before pointing out a fault in someone’s actions, work 
or attitudes, it would be well to consider whether or not it is 
your duty to do so.

PARENTS AND TEACHERS need to make this a matter 
of common practice and withhold fault-finding whenever pos- 
sible.

He 
either dropped it or chewed it, maybe deliberately broke it. 
A gesture indicating where another may be had is all that is 
necessary. No remarks. No hard looks. A youngster steals 
cookies beyond a healthy limit. They make him sick. That’s 
a more powerful lesson than any scolding or punishment 
could provide.

TO SOME PEOPLE the sight of a child unleashes a spirit 
of fault-finding. That only makes a bad matter worse. Hold: 
back the criticism and search for something kindly, some- 
thing that will bring the child’s shoulders up, tilt his head 
end lift his spirits. He needs that lift. 

Of course he needs correction. That must be done in 
affection, in privacy, between two friends. Affection kindles 
the desire to earn it while resentment hardens the heart. 
Hold to the better way and arrive souner with better grace. 


The New Films

HE movie version of “A STREETCAR NAMED DESIRE,” 

T on view at the ST. LOUIS THEATER, is about as strong 
meat as the screen has ever seen. All the savage force, 
brutal realism, ruthless examination of the deterioration of an 
aristocratic Southern girl, grimness, sensual- 

ity, cruelty and some of the sordidness of 

Tennessee Williams's stage play is there. The 

effect is heightened by some arresting close- 

ups of Stanley, the brutal, lusty Pole, in his 

animalistic vigor, his low cunning, or his ex- 

plosive rage and passion, and of the haggard, 

desperate, nerve-shot Blanche Du Bois. Elia 

Kazan, who staged the play, has directed the movie with vivid- 
ness and shattering force so that it mounts to tingling and 
sometimes nerve-wracking drama. He is handicapped by a 
couple of elisions and an addition made necessary by censor- 


ship, but outside of that has kept the spirit of the piece intact , 


—a study of decadence and depravity for the sake of theatri- 
calism. 

Nevertheless, forceful as it is, I still think it loses some 
of the shock power of personal presence in transference to the 
screen; viewing the work on the stage, one felt an intimacy 
with the shoddy and vigorous life of Stanley and those about 
him in the New Orleans slum. The: elimination of the fact 
that Blanche’s young husband had killed himself because she 
discovered his perversion leaves that first cause for her down- 
hill toboggan vague and confused. And having Stanley’s wife 
suddenly leave him at the end, so that under the screen code 
he may be considered punished for his virtual rape of his wife’s 
sister, is illogical. The film’s gains are mobility, heightening 
of the shabby atmosphere of the French quarter, and accentua- 
tion of character by the iluminating, penetrating closeups. 

Vivien Leigh is about as excellent as you could want as 
the neurotic and faded nymphomaniac Blanche, a wracked, 
tangled creature trying desperately to keep up her pretenses, 
and pitifully falling apart into a maniac. Brando gives Stanley 
all the animalism, callousness, and the minute realism by 
which he made the stage role famous. Sometimes, I think, he 
carries the slurring naturalism of his speech too far, so that 
it becomes unintelligible. Kim Hunter and Kard Malden of 
the Broadway cast effectively repeat their roles of Stella, 
Blanche’s sister and Stanley’s wife, and Mitch, the rough dia- 
mond whom Blanche tries to ensnare as a last hope.

Celery Is 
More Than 
Only a Relish 


By Edith M. Barber 


ANY of us consider celery a 

relish, rather than a vege- 

table. It is true that we use 
it more in raw form as a relish, 
or as an ingredient for salad 
that we do for cooking. It de- 
serves, however, to be considered 
for both purposes. 

I am an enthusiast for the 
green celery which is generally 
known as Pascal. It has more 
flavor than the white, bleached 
celery and even the outside stalks 
are crisp and tender and have 
few strings. For our favorite 
stuffed celery, we can use almost 
all of the stalk except the leaves. 
Of course, the latter from the 
white or green celery gives a 
savory touch to.soups and salad. 
I often add finely cut raw celery 
to any creamed fish, meat or 
vegetable to which it furnishes 
contrast in both texture and 
flavom 

Occasionally I like cooked cel- 
ery. If it is to be creamed, the 
celery should be cut into rather 
large dice and cooked in salted 
boiling water until it is tender. 
When the sauce is prepared, the 
liquor that has been poured off 
the vegetable should be used as 
part of the liquid. A little green 
pepper or pimiento added to the 
cream sauce will give color to 
an otherwise dish rather insipid 
in appearance. 

Occasionally we also like to 
braise the celery in stock to 
which has been added herbs and 
seasoning. To prepare this, we 
trim and cut the whole stalk 
lengthwise into quarters. That is 
tb say, if the whole bunch is 
firm and tight. Otherwise, we cut 
off the outside pieces and use 
these for some p " ite 
celery is even better for braising 
than the Pascal type, as the 
bunches are tighter. 

Creamed Celery. 

One bunch celery, one and one- 
half cups thin cream sauce, one- 
fourth cup minced green pepper 
or pimiento grated cheese. 

Trim celery and cut in one- 
inch pieces. Cook in small amount 
of boiling salted water, 10 to 15 
minutes until tender, or cook two 
minutes in pressure saucepan. 
Drain celery and reserve liquor. 
Use with milk for cream sauce. 
Combine celery, sauce, green pep- 
per or pimiento and serve sprink- 
led with grated cheese, if desired. 

Stuffed Celery. 

Use small celery hearts and 
seperate stalks. Cut Pascal celery 
stalks into two-inch lengths. 
Blend three-fourths cream and 
one-fourth roquefort or blue 
cheese and fill stalks. Sprinkle 
with paprika and chill.

Child Behavior 
Different Types of Eaters

ACH child has a unique per- 

sonality (or individuality) of 

his own which makes him dif- 
ferent from every other child. 
Most parents recognize this fact 
and whether they think much 
about it or not, much of the time 
it determines what they expect of 
the child. 

“Edgar is wonderful with other 
people. He just leads all the other 
children around by the nose and 
they love it,” says Edgar’s 
mother. 

“Jane always wakes up cross. 
Nobody ever got a pleasant word 
out of her before lunchtime. I 
just leave her alone in the morn- 
ings,” says Jane’s mother. 

We recognize such things as 
these as expressions of the child's 
basic personality and we treat 
him accordingly. But there are 
many kinds of behavior where 
we do not recognize and respect 
the differences which exist from 
child to child. We feel that there 
is a “proper” way some things 
should be done and that all chil- 
dren, whatever their personali- 
ties, should do these things 


properly.

TAKE FEEDING behavior, for 
instance. Most of us have pretty 
definite ideas about what, how 
much and how a child of a given 
age ought to eat. And if we have 
height and weight charts around 
we may even have definite no- 
tions of how much he ought to 
weigh. And if he doesn’t weigh 
as much as the charts say he 
should, we figure that he obvi- 
ously isn’t eating enough, and try 
to “get him to eat more.

HERE ARE A FEW types of 


eaters which we have observed 
in our clinical practice: 


There are, to begin with, the 
good hearty eaters, who are. that 
way from the beginning; and 
there are the poor, finicky eaters, 
and usually they, too, are 
fortunately that way from 
ginning. There are those who eat 
practically any food on the menu, 
and there are those who will eat 
om the few things that they like 


There are the quick eaters 
(Heaven be thanked!); and there 
are, alas, the slow eaters. 

There are children who by 
preference eat only at mealtimes. 
There are others who are con- 
stantly eating between meals and 
who would actually do better, if 
you could arrange it, with five 
small meals a day instead of the 
usual three big ones. 


Nearly all of these differences 
are due to basic individuality 
patterns in the child. They are 
not simply “bad habits” he has 
picked up from someone in the 
family, or “badness” or whims 
on his part. 

You can make your own rules 
about how and what your child 
shail eat, but your rules can be 
carried out most effectively if 
they take into account the child’s 
own appetite and food prefer- 
ences. é

Use of Liquid Paint Removers. 
HE first step in refinishing a 
piece of furniture is the re- 
moval of the old finish and 

this little project can be either a 

thing of joy or a prime headache, 

depending on how you go about 
using your remover. 

First of all, solvent type liquid 
paint and varnish removers are 
highly inflammable and should 
be used outdoors or in a well 
ventilated room where there is 
no open flame. 

You get the best results from 
these removers by using thin 


coats on small areas. Allow the 
remover to act for five minutes 
or so and then remove the soft- 
ened paint or varnish with a 
broad paint scraper. 

One application of the remover 
is not enough. You need at least 
two and possibly more, depend- 
ing on the number of coats of 
finish that have to come off. Just 
be sure to use light coats. 

After all the finish is out of the 
way the piece must be wiped 
down with turpentine, benzine or 
alcohol to remove the wax left
